The case was completed after Be- 
vor loft the stand at 2:15 this a fte r­ 
noon. A recess was taken, and the 
argument of the attorneys was

gun, with each side being given one 
hour, and the case was expected to 
go to the .jury shortly before five o’­ 
clock.

The ease today attracted a crowd­ 
ed court room, with standing room 
at a premium. The state charges the 
defendant with having attempted to

CANN BILL IS CALLED UP 


Author Leads Foe of Public 
Ser­ 
vice Commission— Bonded Indebt­ 
edness Bill Defeated 


Indianapolis, Feb. 15— (U.R)— A f­ 
ter two hours of debate the Indiana 
senate deferred decisive action 
on 
the Cann bill for abolishment of the 
public service commission until this 
a ftemoon. 
Recess w as taken shortly 
after 
noon until 2 p. m. 
Sen. Howard Cann, of Frankfort, 
author of the bill, led the foes 
of 
the public service 
commission 
in 
urging pasage of the measure. 
Cann launched into a violent 
a t ­ 
tack on the commission and its me­ 
thods of fixing rates, charging 
u n ­ 
fairness and inefficiency in the ex­ 
ercise of its regulatory power by the 
commission. 


The senate chamber was packed 
with lobbyists and interested spec­ 
tators during the debate. 
Continuing its deliberations until 
a late hour "Monday afternoon, 
the 
senate rejected an effort to increase 
the limit of bonded indebtedness for 
construction of township and coun­ 
tv unit roads by defeating the 
O’­ 
Rourke Gray’ bill 26-20. 
The senate decided not to kill the 
house bill backed by dairy interests 
and aimed at the oleomargarine 
in­ 
dustry when* assurances were 
given 
that an,am endm ent would ho offered 
eliminating the provision that butter 
substitutes cannot be used in certain 
state institutions. 
Tn the house of 
representatives, 
lengthv debate marked second rea d ­ 
ing of the Thompson-Lee

safety bill.

OF INDIANA SEED LAW 


Indiana Commissioner Endeavors to 
Clear up.Confusion Existing in 
Minds of Farmers 


A MATTER OF ADVERTISING 


In an effort to clear up the 
con­ 
fusion th at exists with respect 
to 
the Indiana seed law, 11. R. 
K ray- 
bill, state chemist and seed commis­ 
sioner, located at the Purdue univer­ 
sity experiment station, lias 
a d ­ 
dressed a letter explaining the terms 
of the law. 
Many Rush county farm ers have 
been confused regarding the effect 
of the law’, particularly in the public 
sale of seed, and one Rush county 
auctioneer is reported to have 
re ­ 
fused to sell seed a t a public 
au c­ 
tion. 
The seed 
commissioner 
settles 
this point by explaining that a f a r ­ 
mer is not affected by the law if he 
does not advertise his seed on 
his 
sale or in a newspaper and does not 
deliver the seed away from his 
own 
premises. 
In other words, a farm er may sell 
seed which he has raised on his own 
place, without paying any attention 
to the law, and he may advertise it 
by word of mouth. 
But if the grower advertises seed 
for sale through the medium of 
the 
public press, circular, sale bill 
or 
catalogue, he violates the law if he 
does not tag the seed with properly 
tilled out Indiana seed tags. 
These 
tags may be obtained at the experi­ 
ment s t a t i o n , Lafayette.

A MATTER QF ADVERTISING 


In an effort to clear up the coi: 


fusion that exists with respect t 
the Indiana feed law, H. R. 'Kray 
bill, state chemist and seed coinmis 
sioner, located at the Purdue univer 
si|ty experiment station, ihas 
at 


dressed a letter explaining the term 
of the law. 


Many Rush county' farmers hav 


been confused regarding the 
effc< 


of the law, particularly in the publi 
sale of seed, and' one Rush count 
auctioneer is reported to have re 
fused to sell seed at a public auc 
tion. 


The seed 
commissioner 
settle 


this point by explaining that a far 
mer is not affected by the law if li 
does not advertise his seed on hi 
sale or in a newspaper and does no 
deliver the seed away from his ow 
premises. 


In other words, a farmer may se 


seed which he has raised on his ow 
place, without paying any attentio 
to the law, and he may advertise 
by word of mouth. 


But if the grower advertises see 


for sale through the medium of th 
public press, circular, sale bill o 
catalogue, he violates the law jf h 
does not tag the seed with properl 
tilled out Indiana seed tags. Thes 
tags may be o'btained at the experi 
meiit station, Lafayette.

had made a pin to fasten in the re- 
volver so that it would work. - . 


On the afternoon of January 
4, 


Beyer said that he had gone to the 
factory in Anderson, where he was 
employed, to deliver the 
revolver, 


and to lelj his foreman 
that he 


would not be at work on account of 
Hie death of hisAather. 


Sever said thin he had missed the 


train and came to Hushville by the 
way of Indianapolis. The man who 
owned the revolver, could not 
be 


found, and he brought it along with 


him. 
Before coining to Rushville, he 


said he then decided to attempt a 
compromise with his wife, and went 
to their home for the purpose 
of 


seeking to have her accompany him 
to the funeral of his father, to lie 
held the next day. 


Bever said fce knocked at the door, 


and bis wife said for him to come in. 
When she asked him what lie wanted 
there, he said he made known

to him about it, and he followed her. 


He said that she'had gone out of a 


window, and onto tHe front porch of 
a neighbor's house, and that he fol- 
lowed her ovev there, and talked to 
her.

Bever said as he eutircd the front
